Contrary to general impression, 
broodiness in hens is not a fever and 
we have no evidence to show that it 
is contagious. The ailment, if we may 
term it thus, appears without warn- 
ing. The fowl may have been laying 
steadily pnd acting in a perfectly nor- 
mal fashion, when suddenly she be- 
comes imbued with a great distaste 
for active pursuits. She betrays a 
very crabbed disposition, rushing at 
her erstwhile friends and pecking 
them viciously whenever they ap- 
proach her. Her plumage sticks out 
at right angles, making her appear 
about twice as large as usual. With 
head drawn deep into her hackle 
feathers ,and wings and body taking 
up as much space as possible, she 
mounts guard over her chosen nest 
and defies all comers. 

The hen becomes broody because 
nature prompts her with a sudden de- 
sire for a brood of chicks. She prob- 
ably does not know why she does it, 
as she will take to potatoes or door 
knobs as kindly as to eggs, but she

same, and she will keep on setting 
until you break her up or let her 
hatch out a brood of chicks. 

This pertinacity would not be so 
important if it were not for the fact 
that she quits laying and stays quit. 
She has decided upon a vacation and 
she refuses to work during this period. 
The loss of a couple of months of a 
ben's time is not to be thought of 
at any period, and especially during 
the spring, which is the natural time 
for setting and heaviest egg produc- 
tion as well. 

If we do not wish to set the hen on 
eggs we will have to adopt strenuous 
means to dissuade her from her pur- 
pose and start her to laying again. 
There are a number of successful 
ways of doing this, and conditions will 
indicate the most favorable. The main 
thing is to act promptly and be thor- 
ough. 

Remove the broody hens from the 
nests each night, as they are most 
easily detected then. They stick to 
the nest instead of going to roost. 
Dust them thoroughly with insect pow- 
der and confine them in an open slat 
crate or cage In a cool, light location. 
Keep water before them and give 
nothing to eat except a little whole 
wheat and green stuff once a day. This 
will not hurt the hen and about three 
days of this "water cure" will con- 
vince her of the error of her ways. 

Another good way is to have a sep- 
rate pen with absolutely bare floor 
and walls, and no possible place to 
nest, and place all of the broody hens 
in it, in the company of two or three 
vigorous male birds. This scheme is 
frequently used on large poultry 
farms. 

The heavier breeds are especially 
addicted to broodiness, the Asiatics 
being the worst offenders and the 
Plymouth Rocks and R. I. Reds lead- 
ing in the American class. Leghorns 
and Minorcas and Hamburgs set so 
rarely that they cannot be depended 
on to raise their young. For this rea- 
son the Leghorns are the most popu- 
lar breed for large egg farmsyas they 
waste no time setting and the young 
are easily raised artificially.

Washington— Naval prisoners are 
divided into two broad classes; first, 
those convicted of offenses involving 
moral turpitude or violation of gen- 
eral laws of the country, and, second, 
those convicted of purely military of- 
fenses. In order that young naval 
prisoners who have been guilty only 
of military offenses may not be com- 
pelled to associate with criminals, of- 
fenders of the first class are sent to 
state prisons. There they are sub- 
jected to the rules and discipline of 
the institution in which they are con- 
fined in the same manner as persons 
convicted by civil courts, except that 
as to reduction of sentence for good 
conduct they receive the same benefit 
as men confined in naval prisons. The 
state jrisons In which such naval pris- 
oners i re confined are the Connecticut 
state i risen, Wethersfleld, Conn.; the 
New Hampshire state prison, Concord, 
N. H., and the California state prison. 
San Quentin, Cal. 

Certain offenders of the second 
class, whose previous records have 
been bad or afford little foundation on 
which to base hopes of reform, or 
whose retention in the service is for 
other reasons regarded not desirable, 
are sent to naval prisons or prison 
ships, where they perform hard labor, 
but are saved from association with 
criminals. These naval prisons and 
prison ships are in a satisfactory 
shape as to discipline and sanitary 
conditions. All prisoners are requir- 
ed to do outdoor work, thus removing 
the depressing effect of constant in- 
door confinement. They are generally 
in better physical condition when dis- 
charged from prison than when they 
are received. The food is ample in 
quantity, of good quality and is well 
cooked. 

Offenders of the second class, whose 
previous records give hope of reform, 
are sent to what are known as "naval 
disciplinary barracks." These offend- 
ers are called "detentioners" instead 
of 'prisoners;" they continue to wear 
their naval uniform instead of the 
prison garb, and instead of perform- 
ing "hard labor" they are put through 
a carefully selected course in service 
drills and instructions, with a view to 
increased efficiency when restored to 
duty. These detentioners, although | 
deprived of liberty and pay during de- 
tention, escaped the Ignominy which 
attaches to persons who have served 
a term in prison. After a detentioner 
has satisfactorily served two-thirds of 
the period to which he is sentenced, 
he is placed on probation at the dis- 
ciplinary barracks, and, as far as pos- 
sible, with duties similar to those per- 
formed by other enlisted men in the 
navy. During the probationary period 
the detentioner is carefully observed 
by the officers in charge, and if his 
conduct warrants such action he is un- 
conditionally returned to general duty. 
This last provision makes it possible 
for any detentioner at the disciplinary 
barracks whose sentence includes dis- 
honorable discharge to save himself 
from such a discharge. 

By the establishment of the deten- 
tion system and the consequent abil- 
ity to segregate offenders of the differ- 
ent classes the whole subject of pris- 
oners in the navy has, in general, 
been developed along modern ideas of 
prison reform. 

The disciplinary barracks now in 
use by the government are at Port 
Royal. S. C, and Puget sound, Bremer- 
ton, Wash.

Be it Ordained by the Mavor and Board 
of Council of the City of Paris, K> .: 

That Licenses be and are hereby im- 
posed and required in the City of Paris, 
Kentucky, for the vear beginning Mav

Love, Kindness, Baseball and "Mov- 
ies" Make lale of Guam a Para- 
dise, Says Captain Brackett. 

Chicago. — There is a tiny speck on 
the map of the South Seas. It is 
found by drawing a line due east 
1,500 miles from Manila. At the end 
of the line is the world's only Utopia, 
320 square miles in extent, where 
money is not needed, used or desired. 
It is the island of Guam. 

Capt. W. Brackett, United States 
marine corps, vice-governor and chief 
justice of the little island, visited the 
marine headquarters of Chicago and 
smiled a bored smile at the mention 
of money. 

"Money is just so much metal or 
paper," he said, and waved his hand 
in repudiation of everything that can 
be purchased. "Over in Guam every- 
body is happy and no one wishes 
for money. Guam is the one spot of 
complete content in all the world be- 
cause it has no money system." 

Not even a system of exchange or 
barter obtains among the 13,000 
brown-skinned men who make up the 
island's population. 

"Nature has given the Inhabitants 
everything they can wish," the cap- 
tain explained. "Their good food 
grows on trees before their doors. 
They bulid their own huts and occa- 
slnally weave garments for them- 
selves. That ends their work. They 
are not lazy, but they do not work. 
Every one is happy there. Kindness 
and love and baseball and moving pic- 
tures are all there is to life. And 
what more could be wished? 

"We established a moving picture 
show," Captain Brackett said, "and 
the natives are wild over it. It gives 
them the only motive they have for 
doing work, and now every woman on 
the island has taken to raising chick- 
ens, as ten hen's eggs will secure ad- 
mission to the show. The baseball 
games are free." 

Captain Brackett obtained leave of 
absence to go to his home in Peoria, 
111.

A fattening ration will ruin a sow 
for a breeder. 

Separate the young breeding sows 
from the fattening stock. 

Oats and peas sown together make 
a great forage crop for sheep. 

Over-feeding and under-exercising 
will ruin the best of brood sows. 

Flockmasters should never sell a 
cull sheep, excepting to the butcher. 

Better have the lpve and the friend- 
ship of a good horse than that of 
many bad men. 

The fewer sows we keep the better 
are the chances of saving a large 
number of pigs per sow. 

The winter feed of the ewe should 
contain the essential food nutrients 
in their proper proportion. 

If hogs are crowded in cold weath- 
er In a cold pen they will pile up 
and smother the weaker ones. 

Give the shoats plenty of feed with 
roots each day. They will then make 
a steady growth and return a profit. 

It is a mistake to confine the breed- 
ing stock too closely. They should 
have exercise in order to develop 
right. 

The hog that is uneasy, nervous 
and is constantly fighting with the 
others is usually an unprofitable 
feeder. 

Never feed pigs more than they 
will clean up. When the feed is left 
in the trough or on the floor it soon 
becomes a loss. 

Avoid crowding the lambs In the 
winter feeding quarters. They need 
a lot of rooms on account of their 
natural habtt of crowding.
